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Movies Court, Ringwood. Moyies Court was 
originally the home of Mrs. Lisle, who was con¬ 
demned to be executed by the famous Judge Jeffreys 
for concealing rebels after the battle of Sedgemoor 
(the last battle fought on English ground). The house 
is of interest to antiquarians. This part of the New 
Forest border is noted for its beautiful oak trees. 
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
